The Andover Conservation Com- 
mission reminds townspeople that 
motor vehicles are not permitted 
on town lands under the manage- 
ment of the Conservation Commis- 
sion. This rule was adopted several 
years ago in an effort to insure that 
conservation lands be protected 
from the damages caused by motor 
vehicles and be available for the 
enjoyment of everyone. 

Andover enjoyed a white Christ- 
mas for the first time in years, but 
along with the snow come the snow- 
mobiles: a source of joy and 
recreation to a few. but an 
aggravation and a nuisance to 
many. 

The Conservation Commission 
urges restraint in their use. Almost 
nowhere. except in the depths of 
the Harold Parker Forest. where 
they are permitted on certain 
trails, can snowmobiles be used 
without annoying residents. They 
can also damage vegetation and 

» harass wildlife. In 1974, the town 
meeting adopted a bylaw 
prohibiting the use of snowmobiles, 
except on specifically designated 
trails or areas, within any single 
residence A or B districts, or apart- 
ment districts.

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Snow Brings Some Relief 


Winter’s snows have brought some 
relief to abutters of the Andover Country 
Club subdivision, who have complained of 
blowing sand and gravel since construc- 
tion began at the site last fall 

‘Right now there is no problem there 
because of the snow,”’ Building Inspector 
Sam DeSalvo reported to the selectmen 
Monday night, when he delivered a 
progress report on gravel removal 
operations at the site. The proposed sub- 
division is bounded by Canterbury, Lowell 
and Beacon Streets, and Chandler Circle 

Builder Yvon Cormier of Andover- 
Cormier, Inc. was issued a selectmen’s 
special gravel removal permit on Nov. 26, 
DeSalvo said. The permit lists mere than 
30 restrictions on the gravel removal 
operation, and expires on June 23, 1981. 

While the developer is complying with 
the terms of the permit to DeSalvo’s 
satisfaction, one portion of section one 
located off of Canterbury Street ‘‘looks 
bad.’’ the inspector said. ‘‘It looks com 
pletely abused.” 

The area consists of a deep pit with a hill 
behind it, and will be the site of a subdivi- 
sion roadway called Haskell Road.. 

DeSalvo said he has recommended to 
the developer that the ‘‘abused area’ of 
the pit be brought to grade soon, before 
Cormier continues work on the roadway 
itself 

‘“T have spoken with Mr. Cormier and

Selectmen Irked At MecCracken’s 


The selectmen are displeased with the 
way the license holder for McCracken’s 
Liquors and Wines, Inc., 4 Poor St., 
reacted to the board’s order to suspend the 
package store’s license through most of 
December. 

The selectmen ordered the license, held 
by William S. Buco, suspended Dec. 4 
through Dec. 27, after finding that a 
McCracken’s clerk sold a bottle of wine to 
a 16-year-old girl on June 30. 

Buco appealed that decision to the 
state’s Alcpholic Beverages Control Com- 
mission (ABCC), and obtained a court 
order restraining the selectmen’s suspen- 
sion from taking effect until after the 

~« ABCC hearing. scheduled for Monday, 
Jan. 26. 

That action allowed McCracken’s to re- 
main open throughout December — the 
most profitable month of the year for most 
package stores. 

But Selectman Edward Harris said 
Monday night that the selectmen were not 
served notice of Buco’s appeal to the 
ABCC until late in the afternoon of Dec. 4, 
while the store remained open all day. 

The store should have been closed until 
the selectmen were formally notified, 
Harris said. 

‘‘That irked me.’’ the selectman told the 
board.

Police Honored 


Two Andover police officers were 
honored by the selectmen Monday night 
for ‘‘outstanding service, above and 
beyond the routine,’’ because their actions 
during a Dec. 6 fire at Phillips Academy 
probably saved a man’s life. 

Officers David Patullo and Roger 
Dufresne. responding to a fire alarm at 
the school along with the fire department, 
entered a burning building when they 
learnec that one resident was still inside, 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
selectmen. 

Fighting their way through thick smoke, 
guided only by a flashlight, the two of- 
ficers found a man on the third floor and 
led him to safety. Apparently the man was 
reluctant to leave the building because he 


was searching for his cat. 

“If it wasn’t for the action of these of- 
ficers, the individual surely would have 
been overcome by smoke,”’ Police Chief 
James Johnson explained. He added that 
Patullo suffered from the effects of the 
smoke for two days after the fire. 


The selectmen awarded certificates of 
recognition to Dufresne and Patullo, and 
also voted unanimously to have the com- 
mendations entered into the officers’ ser- 
vice records. 

“The recognition of town officials who

Condo Conve.'sions

When apartment owners convert their 
rental units into profitable condominiums, 
their tenants often feel victimized: Many 
cannot afford to buy their apartments, and 
are given little time to find new places to 
live 

In Andover. as in the greater Boston 
area. condominium conversions have forc- 
ed elderly residents from their long-time 
homes. and sometimes out of town 

Monday night. representatives of the 
Council on Aging asked the selectmen to 
help cushion that blow for Andover’s 
senior citizens by developing a bylaw that 
would place restrictions on condominium 
conversion 

The selectmen agreed to take the first 
step toward solving the problem by study- 
ing bylaws recently enacted in Cambridge 
and Brookline. two communities where 
condominium conversions have affected 
many apartment dwellers 


Thomas Powers, chairman of the Coun- 
cil on Aging. told selectmen that con- 
dominium conversions seem to have 
‘‘gained momentum in the last 20 months. 
It would be very wise to get going on a 
bylaw and get these restrictions in place.”’ 


Last summer, many elderly residents 
were forced to leave their apartments at 
Andover Gardens on Crescent Drive, when 
that complex was converted into con- 
dominiums selling for $33,500 to $47,000. 


Powers explained that 126 residents 
over age 60 live at the Washington Park 
apartments on North Main Street, while 54 
older families live at the Chestnut Drive 
apartment complex, and 86 at Colonial 
Drive on South Main Street 


‘All of them are very vulnerable,’’ he 
said. adding that he has recently received 
40 telephone calls from worried 


. apartments,”’ 


apartment-dwellers 
and frustrated.” 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
board that representatives of the Council 
on Aging aproached him a year ago with 
the request for a condominium conversion 
bylaw 

However. at that time Brookline’s 
newly-formed bylaw was being tested in 
court, and town counsel advised the 
manager to await that court decision 
Brookline and Cambridge now have 
bylaws ‘‘on the books.”’ Clark said Mon- 
day 

He suggested that Andover might model 
its bylaw after the one enacted in Cam- 
bridge. where apartment residents may 
not be forced out of their homes: Owners 
can not convert units until the tenants 
choose to leave 

Chairman James Abramson and 
Selectmen Susan Poore and Norma Gam- 
mon said they were interested in studying 
that approach 

H. Sandy Brown. a Council on Aging 
member. further suggested that town of- 
ficials consider requiring 12 to 18 months 
notice for tenants before they can be asked 
to leave. ‘‘Something has to be done to 
protect the people living in these 
Brown said. 

Chairman Abramson also pointed out 
that if the annual town meeting approves a 
new multi-family housing amendment to 
the zoning bylaw, new townhouses could 
be built in Andover. Townhouses would 
offer competition to apartments that 
might be targeted for conversion, and dis- 
courage their conversion, he explained 

The manager agreed that now is a good 
time for Andover to deal with the question 
of condominium conversions, since town 
officials are now studying other aspects of 
multiple-family housing as well.

High School Fire 
Under Investigation 


A small fire in a basement storage room 
sent Andover High School students out into 
the bitter cold for a short time Monday 
morning. before they were shepherded 
into the gymnasium for warmth. 

The fire. put out by the Fire Department 
within minutes. is considered to be of 
suspicious origin, but may not be related 
to a string of recent fires at the school, a 
police department investigator said 
yesterday 

Teacher Linda Robey found a stack of 
music books burning on top of a table in 
the storage room located next to the band 
room in the basement, shortly before 11 
a.m. Monday. Robey called the Fire 
Department and pulled the school alarm 
which automatically requires that all 
students be evacuated 

Principal Phillip Wormwood said the 
students were outside only briefly before 
thay were. sent into‘the gym. considered 

trom 


only by one corridor 

Engines one and three and the aerial 
platform truck responded to the alarm 
Firefaghters put out the flames and dragg- 
ed the table outside into the snow, along 
with another table adjoining it 

The fire was extinguished by 11:20, and 
students returned to their classrooms by 
11:30 

Basically it was one table involved.”’ 

Deputy Chief Harold Wright of the Fire 
Department explained. pointing toward 
the piles of blackened music on the table 
The sheets of music were charred around 
the edges. but the tables were not burned 

The fire apparently had not been bur- 
ning long before it was discovered, Wright

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Bits And Pieces 


Commenting on a few items of interest as the new year 


begins, such as: 


Eim Square 


Selectmen and other town officials seem optimistic 
that Elm Square traffic problems will be cured starting 
sometime this summer. 

While we would like to share their optimism, it would 
be more advisable to adopt a wait and see attitude 
before anticipating construction. 

Elm Square and general Main Street improvements 
have been forecast for so long, that any new promise 
should only be accompanied by hope. 

The redesign of the square, among the worst to 
maneuver through in the state, has been on the drawing 
boards for over five years. It has been thought about for 
several years before then. 

Under a program called TOPICS, in which the state 
gets involved, the project has dragged along through 
hearings, proposals, drawings, and all the trappings 
that go into a project funded by the Commonwealth. 

True, there have been some local roadblocks to the 
project, with merchants involved in protecting parking 


spaces for the downtown area. 

In many ways, Elm Square is the modern day Rogers 
Brook project. ; 

The brook was a somewhat errant stream, harmless 
most of the time, but producing flooding conditions in 
the downtown area during the spring and heavy storm 
periods. 

The problem was studied about ten years, corrections 
planned for another ten and finally, the brook was piped 
over a five year construction period. 

Until the rippling stream was contained, the periodic 
flooding continued. 

The whole exercise disproved the theory that time 
and study will resolve the problem. 

Hopefully. there will be some positive moves toward 
resolving the Elm Square problems this summer. 
Rather than further study and design, going forward 
with the project itself would prove to be a relief to 
frazzled nerves of drivers trying to manipulate through 
the square and of great benefit to downtown Andover. 


Sick Leave Abuse 


Recent comments by Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
regarding possible personnel practices due to the 
effects of Proposition 242, have brought some sharp 
retorts. 

Among them was his criticism of sick leave abuse 
among municipal employees. 

The figures seem to justify his point. 

There is high percentage of absence in the public safe- 
ty and public works department, according to Clark. 

There is, of course, little one can do to control such 
abuse, since contracts stipulate that employees are en- 


titled to sick leave in each calendar vear. Such benefit 
is also cumulative. 


It is apparent, however, based in the statistics, that , 


there is some abuse of the benefits provided by the tax- 
payers to their public employees. 

Sick leave is costly. Replacements must be provided, 
often at overtime pay, for those who arbitrarily take ad- 
vantage of the policy. 

If nothing else, Prop. 242 may shake some employees, 
and we think there are only a few, out of the ‘luxury’ of 
municipal employment. 


Troubled Youths 


When young people are faced with emotional or 


physical problems and are harbored from help, then - 


those responsible are doing a disservice to the 
youngster and to society. 

Two examples stand out in Andover. 

There is apparently a troubled youngster in the high 
school who is commanding attention by setting fires in 
the school. To date the fires have been minor, but the 
possibility remains of a larger and more serious blaze 
at some time. 

School and public safety authorities have been work- 
ing on the matter for sometime. If the person is found 
before more serious damage occurs, it is hoped that 
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there will be cooperation in resolving the matter and 
providing help to the youngster. 

The,situation is not unlike the rock throwing incident 
on Route 93 at High Plain Road last Spring. A Haverhill 
woman was seriously injured when a rock was hurled 
onto her car from an overpass. 


Law enforcement officials are confident they know 
the person responsible, but are unable to investigate 
further due to a lack of cooperation at home, or by the 
youth °

protecting itself, as well as providing help for those in 
need.

WASHINGTON -- Jimmy 
Carter will be~- president 
until January 20, but he’s 
already being treated like a 
has-been. Overnight, he has 
become the forgotten man 
of Washington. 

Intimates say he resents 
the brush-off Washington is 
giving him. They describe 
him as a deeply private 
person, a sensitive, almost 
shy man who will try to hide 
his feelings from the world. 
But his friends say he’s now 
bitter and brooding. 

This lonely, intense presi- 
dent fought hard to reach 
the top. He drove himself 
into one bruising battle after 
another, suffering inwardly 
from the political shellfire. 
His final rebuff on Novem- 
ber 4 was a crushing blow. 

Those who know Carter 
say he never felt accepted 
by the Washington power 
structure. He sensed a hos- 
tility toward him that, in 
fact, he helped to foster by 
playing the role of the 
outsider. 

Jimmy Carter now is 
being consigned premature- 
ly to the history books. 

Although the Iranians did 
their share to push Carter 
out of office, it appears as if 
they have badly miscalculat- 
ed the American reaction to 
their hostage demands. 
President Carter had 
focused such an intense spot- 
light on the hostages that the 
Iranians apparently 
believed he would have to 
meet their $24 billion ran- 
som demand. 


Carter bitter over 
Has-been treatment 


The Iranians must also 
have thought that the Amer- 
ican people would pay any 
price to get the hostages 
back. Otherwise, the Irani- 
ans wouldn’t have publishea 
their ransom demand. The 
publication makes it diffi- 
cult for them to back down 
without losing face. 

So the American people 
had better face the possibili- 
ty that we may be unable to 
negotiate the hostages’ 
release This means the 
problem probably will be 
dumped in Ronald Reagan’s 
lap. 

HHEROISM “JNREWARD- 
ED -- A year ago the US. 
Embassy in Islamabad was 
attacked by a howling Paki- 
stani mob. Two American 
Marines died in the violence. 

But not all the Pakistanis 
joined the mob. The news 
accounts never mentioned 
an act of heroism in the 
midst of the savagery. Two 
brave Pakistanis risked 
their lives to protect several 
American women and chil- 
dren. One was called Khan, 
the other Patel. 

The women and children 
were trap inside the 
American Diplomatic Club 
when the mob burst into the 
embassy compound. Khan 
set up a barricade and tried 
to hold off his screaming 
countrymen. Meanwhile, 
Patel tried to guide a dozen 
women out of danger. 

But the mob caught up 
with them. The women could 
only lie helplessly on the 
ground while the attackers 
roughed them up, spat upon 
them and beat them. The 


ordeal lasted two hours 

All the while, Patel tried 
to shame the mob into stop- 
ping the brutality. He finally 
persuaded them to relent 
and his intervention proba- 
bly saved the women. 

Afterward, he had the 
courage to sign a statement 
blaming the Pakistani police 
for the ugly incident. Of 
course, this hasn’t made him 
popular with the police, who 
can be ruthless. So both 
Patel and Khan told the 
grateful Americans that 
they would like to come to 
the United States to start a 
new life. 

Congressman Lester 
Wolff, D-N.Y., heard about 
their heroism and _intro- 
duced a bill to admit the two 
heroes to this country. But 
Congress adjourned without 
acting on the bill. 

FOX IN THE CHICKEN 
COOP -- Ronald Reagan has 
tapped Wall Street broker 
Donald Regan to serve as his 
Treasury Secretary. Regan 
heads the New York broker- 
age firm of Merrill, Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner and Smith. 

Regan will have a major 
voice in setting the country’s 
tax policy. Yet for the past 
nine years, he’s been devot- 
ing his efforts to counseling 
wealthy clients on how they 
can avoid ying taxes. 
Regan’s firm has also cham- 
pioned the so-called “com- 
modity tax straddle,” where 
clients are encouraged to 
speculate in the commodity 
futures market to avoid pay- 
ing taxes on ready assets. 

A House committee inves- 
tigated the practice and 


found that futures specula- 
tors helped contribute to 
higher prices and inflation -- 
especially in the silver, gold, 
coffee and sugar markets. 
Three years ago, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service out- 
lawed the commodity tax 
straddle. In fact, IRS agents 
are now auditing thousands 
of clients that Regan and his 
firm advised to use this tax 
avoidance scheme. 

But the audits and investi- 
gations may not get far, for 
if Regan is confirmed as 
treasury secretary, he'll be 
in charge of Internal Reve- 


nue. 


INAUGURAL NOTES -- 
According to Ed Meese, 
President-elect Ronald 
Reagan’s top adviser, 
Reagan means business 
when he says he’l! be presid- 
ing over a Cabinet govern- 
ment. Meese confided to us 
that Reagan, within 48 hours 
of his swearing-in as the 
nation’s 40th president, will 
preside over two: meetings 
of his new Cabinet. Meese 
Says the get-togethers will 
be “‘semi-ceremcnial.” 

- Fans of Reagan who live 
abroad won’t have to feel 
left out when the inaugura- 
tion rolls around. There will 
be a special inaugural ball 
held in Paris for Americans 
living abroad. The festivities 
will also be broadcast by 
satellite to more than 60 cit-
